FULLERTON TELLS 
OF BOY AND GIRL 
WEST END GANGS 


Probation Officer in Church, 
Attacks Churches for Silence 
on Neighborhood Vice. 





DRINK, GAMBLE, CAROUSE 





Unchaperoned Mixed House 
Party Lasts Week; Blames 
Parents for Their Laxity. 





Hugh Fullerton, chief probation of- 
ficer of the Juvenile Court, amazed a 
mass meeting at St. John’s M. E. 
Church South Wednesday afternoon by 
declaring a vice district has grown up 
in the Delmar-King’s highway district, 
which is ruining boys and girls of the 
fashionable West End. 

He declared the churches out there 
had gone to sleep; that clergymen were 
timid about talking about conditions; 
that condemnation of the so-called 
slum district had been frequent, but 
that the vices of the sium _ district 
were flourishing in that district, too. 

He declared that King’s highway 
boulevard is becoming known as a ‘‘pick 
up” street, meaning by that a street 
along which men might meet girls they 
had never known before and introduce 
themselves without offense. 

Children of Fashionable Parents. 

He told of carousais of boys and girls, 
vf boys getting drunk and shooting 
craps on thé most fashionable street and 
declared that one gang, known as the 
‘‘errible Ten,” was made up of boys 
whose names would startle the city if 


ness prominence of their parents. 

“It is a shame that boys and girls of 
your district,” Fullerton declared, 
“should need the supervision of a Ju- 
venile Court officer and should have to 
be taken into Juvenile Court, but it is 
true. The children of these well-favored 
people ought not be subject to the vic- 
‘icus influences to vice to which they are 
| subjected. 

“Tt seems to me there is a tremendous 
economic, waste in the West, Bnd church- 
es. It seems to me that oniy a small 
percentage of the religious force is being 
used. Preachers don’t want to talk to 


their congregations about the liquor traf- 


fic, about the social evil and:vice which 
‘are growing up around them; they ap- 
pear afraid to talk about them. They 
discuss the highly uplifting theories but 
they don’t touch the things that: 
ly exist. The West End churches ' 
permitted these ‘conditions to grow. 
Should Begin Cleaning at Home, 
‘“The fight on these things should come 
from the religious bodies, If not from 
them, from whom shall they come? The 
ministers will speak about the immor- 
ality in a faraway ‘slum’ digtrict, but 
will not see the same immorality in their 
own district. They should see that their 
own districts are q@ean first and then 
try to aid the others. . 


“A West End boy was brought into my 
office by his father. He had been gam- 
bling in a picture theater on King’s 
highway. He had been drunk and away 
from home for three days. He had vis- 
ited disorderly places out there—for 
there are such places—he had stolen 
money and pawned his watch to pay his 
gambling debts. Afterwards this boy 
met me in my own church. One night 
he came to church drunk. He had got- 
ten his liquor on King’s highway. I 
took him to his fashionable mother and 
told hér if she didn’t look out for that 
boy she would some day see — in 
prison. 
“The liquor laws are not upheld in 
that part of town. Boys drink at the 
bars and associate with grown men. The 
reason is that the people out there have 
not awakened to the vice under their 
very noses. 
“A month ago a father brought to my 
office his son who had stolen $5 and lost 
it in the nickel theater craps game. This 
hoy belonged to the “Terrible Ten.” I 
told his father I would prosecute the 
proprietor of the theater, but the father 
feared the publicity. Afterward several 
parents went to the showman and told 
him if he didn’t stop the gambling they 
would drive him out of business. He 
cleaned up his place two weeks ago. 
“The ‘Terrible Ten’ has been broken 
up. Two of the boys have been sent 
to school and the others are under the 
surveillance of their parents. Many of 
them recently have joined a new club 
which meets in a church basement. 


Calls It School of Vice, 

“Last Christmas week a West End 
father and mother went away for the 
week, leaving their two daughters to 
keep house. These giris invited some 
other girls and then some boys were 
invited. And there was a houseparty 
of these boys and giris unchaperoned 
there all week. And not the 
only similar case I could tell you of, 
either. Such a place was litefally a 
‘school of vice’ for those boys and 
giris.”’ 

Fullerton declared the only way these 
conditions could be changed would be. 
for the churches to take a more active 
part, “To keep the beys out of saloons,” 
he said, “It will be necessary to find 
places where they can get the right 
———

City Attorney Garesche Digs Up 
Forgotten Act‘ Affecting 
Two Railways. 


City Attorney; Vital. W. - Garesche 
Thursday discovered a city ordinance, 
pdssed in February, 1909, and effective 
ae a law since February, 1910, which 
prohibits the use of steam engines in 
Forest Park. 

Garesche says that as he understands 
the Wabash and Rock Island railroads 
operate by steam through the park, he 
will bégin actions at once to compel them 
te electrify their lines so far as may be 
necessary ‘to take care of their traffic 
passing ‘through Forest. Park. 

Garesche sent a communication to 
Chief of Police Young, asking the names 
of railroads, the number of the eén- 
gines_and the names of the train crews 
engaged in steam hauling traffic 
through the park. Immediately upon 
receiving the information from Young, 
ife says, he will issue police court sum- 
monses for the train crews and the po- 
lice court officials 
them until he has put a map to - 
steam traffic. 

The ordinance provides fines for rss 
corporations, its officers and employes 
of not less than $2 nor more than $300 
for each offense, and each day's op- 
eration is. regarded, under the ordi- 
nance, as a separate offense. 

The ordinance is No. %,197, and section 
1 reads:

Arrests Reported From Chicago 
and Rochester ih Credit 
Men’s Movement. 


FRAUD IN FEES CHARGED 





C. H. Truitt, Said to Be From 
St. Louis, Is Accused of 


Grand Larceny. 

Atrests in Chicago and Rochester, N. 
Y., of men said to be representatives 
of the Barr & Widen Mercantile Agency 
of St. Louis, showed Thursday that che 
widespread movement of the National 
Credit Men's Association against the St. 
Louis concern was not stopped by the 
death of Joseph B. Widen, head of the 
firm. Widen killed himself last Friday 
afternoon in Bellefontaine Cemetery. 

Complaints against men said to repre- 
sent the agency in Syracuse, N; Y., 
caused the arrest of several men there 
last Saturday, but the charge made 
against them was only one of doing 
business without a local license. The 
charges in the Chicago and Rochester 
cases, as related insdispatches to the 
Post-Dispatch, are more seriots. 

Charges in New Cases. 

The charges in the latest cases are 
like those made in the 14 civil sufts filed 
in St. Louis against the mercantile 
agency two weeks ago. The worry re- 
sulting from this litigation, Widen’s 
frien@s declared, was the cause of his 
self-inflicted death. The suits were filed 
by ‘merchants in Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Indianapolis and Rock Island, Ill. 

In Rochester, the dispatch states, a 
man who said he was C. H. Truitt, of 
st, Louis, was arrested on a charge of 
grand larceny, in obtaining diamonds 
worth $168.75 from 8. D. Burritt, a jew- 
eler. 

The diamonds were obtained, Burritt 
said, on a contract made under the name 
dt the Barr & Widen Mercantile Agency 
o St. Louis. This contract provided for 
the collection by the agency of certain 
debts owing to Burritt. 

Confidence Game Charged. 

Truitt and C. W. Lagrave, who also 
said he was from St. Louis, and George 
H. Battier of New York, were arrested 
in Rochester last Friday on similar 
eharges made by H. P. Brewster, a: 
wholesale “tobacconist. Lagrave and 
Battier remained in jail, but Truitt was 
out on a $200 bond at the time of hig 
second arrest. 

The Chicago dispatch stated that A. 
H. Preeman, local agent and solicitor 
for the Barr & Widen Mercantile 
Agency, for whom a warrant charging 
the operatiofeof a confidence game had 
been issued, surrendered to the police 
and was released on bonds of $6000. 

Preeman was arrested on complaint of 
a Chicago law firm sal@to represent a 
score of business men whom he is ac- 
cused of having swindled. 

Preeman is said to have represented 
that the mercantile agency had un- 
earthed secreted assets of firms bank- 
rupt, and to have obtained large fees 
from cerditors. He is said to have ob- 
tained more than $15,000 in Chicago a8 
agent for the St. Louis concern.

Story of Relations With Fiance 
Told by Miss Cecelia Farley 
* in Lowered Voice, 


TRIED TO SAVE QUIGLEY 


Testimony Changes Impréssion 
Given Previously as to Killing 
of Zollinger.

BUS, O., Nov. 21.—Miss Ce- 
celia Farley, the pretty State House 


stenographer who is on trial for first 
degree murder for the shooting of Alvin 
i. Zollinger, today damaged the story 
of the defense by admitting, under cross- 
examination, her intimate relations with 
Jerome Quigley, her flance. 

The story of the defense in the trial 
has been that Miss Farley's love for 
Quigley was a pure love—so pure that 
she had confessed to having done. the 
shooting when first arrested in order 
that Quigley might be released. The de- 
fense had introduced testimony to show 
how Miss Farley had been wronged by 
Zollinger and of how, when she found 
true love with Quigley, she had unsuc- 
cessfully attempted to break off rela- 
tions with Zollinger. 

Relations Are Admitted. 

Miss Farley admitted her intimate, re- 
lations with Quigley with loweréd head 
and in a soft voice. Mrs. Farley, the 
eged mother of the defendant, sat in 
the courtroom with lowered head and 
with a handkerchief to her eyes. 

Miss Farley was closely questioned 
concerning her ‘‘alleged’’ confession to 
& woman detective in the county jail, 
and concerning her confession of the 
shooting made to police officials soon 
after the shooting. 

The witness admitted that most of 
both confessions was true, but steadfast- 
ly denied that she had shot Zollinger. 
She admitted that she had made false 
statements.to the police to get Quigley 
out of trouble. 

‘“Isn’t it a fact, Miss Farley, that you 
are lying now to get yourself out?’ de- 
manded the prosecutor. © 

“No, sir,” emphatically denied the 
witness. 

Not Thinking of Self. 

She declared that she wasn’t thinking 
about herself when she made a contes- 
sion of the shooting to the police and 
that she didn’t realize that*she was 
getting herself into trouble. She ad- 
mitted that she had confessed to the 
police before Zollinger: had died at the 
hospital. 

Miss Farley said that she had gone 
to the park with Zollinger because she 
knew he was going to meet Quigley and 
she did not want Zollinger to shoot 
Quigley. 

“And you were willing to shoot Mr. 
Zollinger to prevent him from shooting 
Quigley?” she was asked. 

“No,” was her reply. 

Previously, Miss Farley’s testimony 
had tended to give the impression that

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 21.—Heart- 
rending scenes of suffering and misery 
are enacted daily at the Turk‘sh chol- 
era camp at San Stefano. The corre- 
spendent of the Associated Press, ac- 
companied by the secretary of a for- 
eign embassy and by Maj. Clyde §&. 
Ford, U. 8. A., who is here on leave 
of absence, paid a visit there today, 
while the negotiations for an armistice 
is going om 

Much skepticism had prevailed in 
Pera, the foreign quarter of Constanti- 
nople, both among members of the dip- 
lomatic corps and foreign residents. No 
one there believed the figures given by 
railroad employes and others in con- 
tact with the Turkish army, who de- 
clared that many thousands weré strick - 
en with cholera. No reliable figures 
were obtainable from official sources 
and reports were regarded as grossly 
exaggerated.

visitors passed dead and dying men, 
sometimes at intervals of a yard, some- 
times from 20 to 30 yards apart. 

A group of tents stood in the center 
where four or five Turkish soldiers wear- 
ing the arm piece of the Red Crescent 
stood on guard. Inside the sick and 
dead lay in groups. The doctor on 
duty counted 22 patients in one tent, 
while double that number lay outside, 
sheltered from the wind by the canvas. 

Even Difficult to Pray. 

Some of the stricken men found 4diffi- 
culty in getting into the Moslem posi- 
tion for prayer, looking toward the east. 
One praying victim was so weak that 
he could not replace his blanket around 
his head when the wind blew it off. 

The Red Crescent attendants made no 
attempt to assist any of these suffer- 
ing soldiers, not even placing stones. 
which were plentiful, under their heads 
to permit them to lie easier. 

A number of these attendants gathered 
round tO watch, while the visitors weré 
inspecting the camp. One of them be- 
came insolent and was ordered off by 
‘the doctor. 

A water tank, drawn by a donkey 
passed along the road. Those of the vic- 
tims who were able to rise to their feet 
went unassisted toward it and. struggled 
feebly for a drink. Those unable to rise 
got none. = 

In a similar way, what appeared to be 
army bread was distributed to those 
able to reach the place of distribution. 

Several of the sick men raised them- 
selves with difficulty and stumbled to- 
ward a well, from, which they tried te 
dip water with their long sashes, wet- 
ting the ends and moistening their 
parched mouths with them. 

There were hundreds of dead and 
thousands of sick in this camp, many 
of them lying on the open ground and 
great numbers supporting their backs 
against the houses bordering the open 
fie] most of which are deserted. 

The compartively few Turkish soldiers 
brought to the hospitals, barracks and 
mosques at Constantinople are more for- 
tunate although most of them die after 
reaching their destinations. Some get 
beds to lie in and water to drink and all 
of them if they do not get warmth are 
provided with shelter from the winds 
and the rain. 

San Stefano is not the worst cholera 
camp. That at Hademkeui, near the 
Tcehatalja lines, is still more extensive. 
How many patients are there is not 
known, but it is certain that there are 
many thousands and most of these are 
Anatolians who came from Asia Minor 
to fight for the defense of the Ottoman 
capital. 











Walking half way across the field, the 
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have been admittedly heavy, but the 
arrival of troops from Syria has fur- 
ther stréngthened the Turkish de- 
fense.

It is clear that the Bulgarians have 
evacuated the positions facing the Ham- 
idieh forts, according to the Times cor- 
respondent.

St. Louls consumers of hard coal} 
have had great difficulty in getting 
thelr orders filled. this fall. The 
shortage of anthracite, according to 
local dealers, is due to the fact that 
Eastern coal operators have been sup- 
plying the demands of New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Washington, 
Baltimore and other Hastern «cities 
before shipping hard coal to St. Louls 
and other Western cities. 

The dealers have been able to wet 
enough anthracite to partially fill 
all orders, but comparatively few 
orders have been filled ia full, Much 
of the anthracite has been moved | 
from the mining districts by water 
routes, instead of by rail, according 
to local dealers. 

As soon as the rivers freeze, the 
railroads will begin hauling anthra- 
cite to Western cities and all orders 
will then be filled. There is enough 
anthracite in St. Louis to keep all 
residence heating plants going until 
the westward movement of coal be- 
gins, the dealers believe. 

Many Buy All at Once. 

St. Louls consumers have been edu- 
cated to buy their entire gupply of 
winter coal In one order, instead of 
ordering it wagon load at a time.

Despite the shortage, local dealers 
say there has been only the regular 
increases in prices. The anthracite coa} 
operators, for many years, have made 
it a rule to advance the price of hard 
coal ten cents a ton each month, the 
first advance being in July.

SUFFRAGE POSTER 
OF POST-DISPATCH 
ARTIST WINS PRIZE 


Paul Berdanier’s Design Adopted 
as Women’s Emblem in 
Campaign. 


(nee 





Paul Bertanier, a member of the 
Post-Dispatch art staff, has won first 
prize in the competition of the Equal 
Suffrage League for a poster, to serve 


as the embiem ofthe 1914 votes-for- 
women campaign throughout Missouri. 

The award was announced Wednes- 
diy afternoon by the judges, Victor 
Holm, sculptor, Oscar Berninghaus, 
painter, and Mary F. Bulkley repre- 
senting the suffrage organization. 

Berdanier’s winning poster, with sev- 
eral others, entered in the competition 
by Post-Dispatch artists, will be print- 
ed in colors on the cover of the maga- 
zine section of next Sunday's Post-Dis- 
patch. 


Distinction Chief Prize. 
The prize was $25, but the chief goal 


in the competition was the distinction 
of producing the poster, which will be- 
come famillar to most ‘Missourians in 
the vigorous campaign which is to be 
made between the present tire and the 
1914 state election. Although the ex- 
pected vote on a co.stitutional amend- 
ment is nearly two years distant, the 
campaign was formally opened in St. 
Louis last Saturday, and it is planned 
to keep it up without cessation. 

Berdanier’s design shows a woman's 
form,’ in classic robe, Standing vde— 
side an open ballot box, through 
whose transparent sides the 
ballot, which the woman has just 
cast, is seen fluttering to the bottom 
of the box. She holds in one hand 
a vessel containing the flame of lib- 
erty, in the other hand an ax of dlas- 
sic shape bound about with a handle 
of rods—the Roman fasces—ending 
in a spear whose point «has plerced 
the head ‘of a. serpent. 

This serpent is distinguished by 
several dollar marks as the’ emblem 
of political corruption, and the in- 
strument of his death is labeled 
The serpent’s 
tail, coiled about the pedestal of the 
ballot box, is shown releasing its 
hold as the creature expires, On the 
steps beneath the woman's feet are 
the ‘words “Intelligence” and “Hon- 
esty.” 

The words “SUFFRAGE FOR MIS- 
SOURI, 1914” are drawn in large char- 
actets beside the figure of the vic- 
torious woman. 

Mrs. George Blackman was chair- 
man of the poster committee of the 
Equal Suffrage League, which was in 
charge of the competition. Mrs. Da- 
wid N. O'Neil is president of the 
League.

“I haven't minded it,”’ he declared,

ing to get off, I pulled one wing of the 
machine around, and suddenly went 
down into a bar of quicksand. I let go 
of the machine for a moment, and then, 
ag I realized the danger I was in, I 
reached out and just managed to grasp 
it with great effort, to pull myself out, 
after I had sunk over my knees. The 
effort exhausted my strength. There 
was no one in sight on either side of the 
river at the time. There is generally 
someone in sight, for my motor makes 
@ noise that can bé heard for four or 
five miles. 

Chance Help Is Unskilled. 


“At most towns there are enough per- 
sons who are willing to help, but the 
help is not skilled, and you have to 
keep a close watch. Then, too, their 
curiosity often runs away with them. 
At Parkville, Mo., I had to go away 
and leave my machine for a short time, 
and some college boys climbed on it 
end tipped it over !n the water, so that 
ones of the planes was struck by the 
current. The plane was none too big 
for the air, but it was pretty big for a 
six-mile current, and it took all I could 
do, when I got back, to keep from havy- 
ing a wreck. 

“Things that are done in helping an 
aviator have to be done quickly, and I 
sometimes had the misfortune to offend 
some of those who helped me by the 
sharp way I spoke to-them. One farm- 
er, who, was trying to be the main as- 
sistant, and whose sons were standing 
by, let go ‘and told me I couldn’t boss 
him around in his sons’ presence. I had 
to promise the old fellow a case of beer 
—that was in a dry Missouri county, 
opposite Kansas—to pacify him. 


Plane Outflies Wild Geese. 


“The hydroaeroplane wins every time 
in the race with wild ducks and wild 
geese. The ducks are more fun to race 
with, because they can put on an extra 
speed, but the geese have their regular 
speed and can go no faster. They all 
flee from an aviator, and I have some- 
times passed very near them, but never 
hit one, and don’t wish to. 

**Rowers and men in motor boats are 
as much startled by the plane as the 
ducks and geese are. Near Atchison,

Overcome by Smoke, Rescued 
by Husband, Who Saves 4 
Other Children. 


Mrs. Mary. Tonkovitch Aroused 
15 Other Persons Before 
Seizing: Child. 


‘With her 6&months-old baby clasped 
to her breast, Mrs. Mary Tonkovitch 
fell fainting at the foot of a burning 
staircase in her home at 2282 Chouteau 
avenue at 2:30 a. m. Thursday, after 
she had run through smoke-filled corri- 


cors and awakened 15 other persons by 
knocking on their doors. 

Six families whom she aroused escaped 
to the street. She and her baby were 
found overcome by smoke and carried 
out by her husband, John Tonkovitch, | 
when he returned to the building after 
sending in a fire alarm: 

Tonkovitch also rescued his other four 
children and helped members of several 

other families to get out of the building... 

The fire,.which started at the top of 
an attic stairway, is believed to have 
been caused by a tramp who went there 
to sleep. Several persons-in- the build- 
ing heard someone go up the attic stairs 
earlier in the night. 

Mrs. Tonkovitch was awakened by the 
sound of footsteps in the stairway. A 
few minutes later she heard the crack- 
ling of flames. 

She first awakened Mr. and Mrs. Chris 
Bostia and then aroused Mrs. Pearl 
Wright. Mrs. Wright and Mrs. Tonko- 
vitch started through the corridor to- 
gether, but lost each other in smoke. 

Several families escaped through a side 
exit to Missouri avenue.

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7 MUNICIPAL SHADE TREE CONTROL, 

The voters will be asked by the City Plan 
Commission next spring to approve a Chartor 
change giving the municipal Forestry Depart- 
ment full control of trees and of tree planting in 
the streets and authorizing special assessments 
to pay the expense. 

Shade trees planted and cared for at public ex- 
pense will not be as cheap as no shade trees at 
all, but they ought to be cheaper than shade 
trees planted and cared for at private expense. 
Few property owners have the City Forester’s 
knowledge of the kind of trees that will flourish 
in the St. Louis environment and of how to set 
them out and insnge their proper growth. Trees 
suitable for planting can be obtained by the city 
in large quantities at lower cost than the individ- 
ual citizen can obtain them in small, quantities. 

St. Louis needs thousands of trees. Their 
sparse number gives many ambitious residence 
streets an unfinished appearance. What they ca” 
do for the city beautification will be, appreciated, 
by comparing such streets with others-on which} 
the duty of providing shade for St. Louis summer 
heats has been’ painstakingly ‘attended-to. The 
change would greatly improve the streets.

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POSSIBLE MURDEREBRBS. 

A negro who was pursued on the mistaken sus- 
picion that he was the murderer of Huddleston 
produced a pistol from his pocket and shot and 
wounded his pursuer.

He 
escaped, and the probability is that he will yet 
do murder. 

We say probability advisedly. Every man who 
carries a gun is a possible murderer. Every prowl- 
ing negro, every character of the Bad Lands, white 
or black, who carries a gun is a probable mur- 
derer. The use of the gun awaits only slight prov- 
ocation when habitually carried in any man's 
pocket. The street murders of the future will, 
many of them, be committed by men who are 
carrying concealed weapons now. 

What is the rémedy for the carrying of con- 
cealed weapons? The finding of this remedy, for 
which the country spasmodically gropes, will vast- 
ly reduce crimes of violence. Wndoubtedly the 
carrying of a pistol, while unlawful, is practically 
protected, or in effect protected, by the, constitu- 
tional] right to possess firearms, hence to purchase 
them, for the protection of a man's house, which’ 
is his castle, and his property or person. It has 
been suggested, and it is for legislators and courts 
ty consider, -whether this constitutional right 
would be interfered with by provisions restricting 
or prohibiting the retall sale of pistols—not larger 
arms. The constitutiona) right to repel intrusion 
with necessary force would seem to be stil) intact 
if the larger weapons were left to the householder.

Indications Are That Strange 
Air Craft Which Hovered 
Over Port Was German. 


ONLY FLYER THEN ALOFT 


Englishmen Suggest Germans 
Altered Date in Official Ac-. 
count to Mislead. 


LONDON, Nov. 21. — The belief 
that the mysterious airship which ap- 
peared above the Sheerness on the even- 
ing of Oct. 14 was German, has re 
ceived strong support from a Hamburg 
Gispatch, which stated that the “new 
Zeppelin naval airship, with Count Zep- 
pelin and 21 men aboard; flying in a 
haze, passed with great speed over Bor- 
kum,and Norderney on the North Sea 
on the afternoon of Oct. 14 at a height 
of 4500 feet. Nothing precise is known 
about the route of the outward voyage. 
At 2 o’clock on the morning of Oct. 16 
the vessel returned to Kiel, flew on to 
the Prussian island of Fehmarn, in the 
Baltic Sea, then turned south to go to 
Johannisthal, near Berlin.”’ 

The German official account of this 
voyage states that it was made on the 
previous day, Oct. 18, and ended at Jo- 
hannisthal on the afternoon of Oct. 14. 
The suggestion has been made in British 
naval circles at Portsmouth and Sheer- 
ness that ihe official date was changed 
and. the actual time of the voyage of- 
ficlally put back 24 hours. It was defi- 
nitely stated in the same .quarter that 
no British airship or aeroplane was 
aloft at the time the engine was heard 
over Sheerness, Careful inquiries in 
France give the same result. 

No other country possesses any aerial 
vessel capable of the voyage. Suppos- 
ing it was the Zeppelin which visited 
Sheerness, the chief stages of her flight, 
according to available evidence, would 
be, roughly, as follows: Friedrichshafen 
to Borkum, 487 miles; Borkum to Sheer- 
ness. 293 miles; Sheerness to Fehmarn, 
456 miles; Fehmarn to Johannisthal, 162 
miles; total, 1348 miles. 

Speed Over 43 Miles an Hour. 

Owing to the conflict of dates, it is 
not possible to give the time taken for 
the different stages; but it is officially 
admitted that the ship was in the air 
31 hours, which would give an average 
speed of just over 43 miles an hour. 

A Berlin dispatch says: “The new 
naval Zeppelin, known as the LI, 


posaibly have been hovering over Sheer- 
ness on Oct. 13 and 14. She made her 
first long-distance flight in 31 hours 
from’ Friedrichshafen to Berlin about 
that time. Her detailed movements 
were never made public, as the cruise 
was the official ¢rial trip for the ad- 
miralty, and therefore secret.”’ 

The information furnished to the press 
states that the trip began at Fried- 
richshafen at 8:30 a. m. on Oct. 13 and 
ended at Johannisthal at 3:30 p. m. on 
Oct. 14. The admiralty wireless station 
at Norddeuch, on the German mainland 
south of Norderney, reported that the 
Li sent in a wireless signal “from a 
great distance at about 7 o’clock on, the 
evening of Oct. B.“ The vessel's wire- 
less range has a radius of between 300 
and 400 miles. 

The, version provided for the press 
added: 

\ “A fog prevailed throughout Oct. 13 to 
such an extent that the exact determin- 
ation of the airship’s position was im- 
possible. The fog having cleared dur- 
ing the late hours of the afternoon, the 
vesse] found itself sailing north rapidly 


over Osnabrueck. At an altitude of only |= 


200 feet, less than a mile away, the ves- 
sél left the mainland in the early hours 





of. the evening between Borkum and 
Norderney, and continued its trip across 
the North Sea.” 

Passed Over a Warship. 


The lights of Heligoland were said to|! 


have served as a guide, The crew easily 
distinguished the lights of a passing 
passenger ship, and discovered the lights 
of.a warship. The mainland was said 


‘to have been reached again at about 
42.a. m. on Oct, 4 near Buesum, after 


Kiel had been passed. The Ll then 
crossed the Baltic so far that the coast 
igugs of Denmark could be discerned, 
whereupon Count Zeppelin, who wag at 
the helm, turned about. 

Throughout the early hours of the 
morning of Oct. 14 the vessel is said to 
have battled against strong counter 
winds. Coming from the north, the Li 
next sighted Lubeck at 9 o'clock, and 
headed for Berlin, which was crossed at 
2:30 p. m. An hour later she was stand- 
ing at the Johannisthal flying camp.
